Washington, May 3.—The cabinet 


was in session this afternoon and con- 
sidered the Spanish war and the re- 
cent battle in the Phillippine islands. 


It was decided to await official re- 


port from Comomdore Dewey as to 
the result'of the battle with the 
Spanish fleet and the reduction of the 
forts guarding the entrance to the 
bay of Manilla. As soon as the report 
is received, a sufficient number of 
troops will be sent to Dewey to hold 
the islands. 


The decision has practically been 


made to 
occupy 
the 'Phillippinc 


islands, the troops now on the Pacific 
slope being used. 
Five 
thousand 


troops will be started for the islands 
within ten days. There is no 
of the right of the United States to 
hold tiie Phillippines. They may be 
retained, as they would be a valuable 
aid to American commerce in the 
East. 


The islands will be held as security 


for war indemnity. Steps will be 
taken at once to supply Commodore 
Dewey's fleet with provisions, coal 
and ammunition. A number of ships 
will be sent as soon as possible with- 
out waiting for the decision regard- 
ing troops. It will take about three 
weeks to reach the Phillipineb.

Washington, May 3.—Admiral Dew- 


ey's great naval victory has made a 
tleei) impression 
upon the European 


powers, who can now no longer afford 
to blind themselves to the fact that, 
man to man, the American navy is 
equal to any in the world. There was 
no exhibition, such as was sneerlngly 
predicted in the 
European press, of 


weakness in the American fleet caused 
by the fact that It was of heterogeneous 
composition. 
Tt is safe to say that 


after the battle at Manilla the Euro- 
pean 
powers will conclude that the 


American flag always floats over the 
American crew, regardless of the na- 
tivity or racial descent of the men who 
fight the guna. 


The Story Discredited. 


Washington, May 3.—Naval officials 


are inclined to discredit the statement 
in dispatches from Madrid that Admi- 
ral Dewey employed petroleum bombs 
in a reduction ot" the city of Manilla.

TsVcTthmk of His character and

"Think not that I came to send peace 
on earth: I came not to send peace, 
init (instead) a sword." 
This senti- 


ment seems to antagonize our con- 
ception of His exalted character and 
His mission. Here He 
proclaims 


Himself the enemy ot social and do- 
mestic tranquil ity. He says: "I am 
come to set a man at variance against 
liis father and a daughter against her 
mother and a bride against 
her 


iuotlier-in-law. And a man's foes arc 
they of his house." If this language 
means anything, it certainly means 
that His mission in the world was to 
produce sociarand domestic infelicity 
* 
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and finally culminated in His crucifix- 
ion. 


He had no peace to offer rebels— 


only war—and this to the point of 
subjugation or extermination. "For 
He must reign until He has put all 
enemies under His feet." His method 
of conquest is peculiar. 
He inspires 


the hearts of His enemies with the 
spirit of love and loyalty to God; and 
they at once enlist under His banner 
and become the enthusiastic sup- 
porters of His administration. 
When 


the Lord Jesus intercepted 
Paul, 


while on His way to Damascus, (with 
"letters of marque" -from the rebel 
government at Jerusalem) he immedi- 
ately surrendered and enrolled him- 
self'as a soldier of Jesus Christ; and 
to the clay of his death he exhibited 
undying devotion to his Master. 
He 


received his commission and went 
forth as a recruiting ofiiccr, 
and 


through his influence many were in- 
duced to abandon their rebellion and 
enter the service of the King. 


Inasmuch as Christianity implies 


love and loyalty to God, it 
follows 


that the true "Christian spirit must 
necessarily antagonize every species 
of evil in the world Fellowship with 


much sorrow, suffering and shedding 
of blood. "Whatsoever a mari soweth, 
that shall he also reap," is just as 
true of nations as it is of individuals. 


There are times when the atmos- 


phere becomes so charegd with dan- 
gerous elements that nothing short 
of the raging tempest and the fiery 
thunderbolt can purify the air of. its 
noxious vapors. Timid and nervous 
poeple are terribly shocked when 
Jehovah lets loose "the elements to 
purge away this 
dea'rHy 
malaria. 


When the G'od of nations" opens the 
batteries of heaven, and the artillery 
breaks and blazens en ear and eye 
these timid ones imagine that God, 
in His anger, is removing the pillars 
of the universe, and about to bur\ 
everything in indiscriminate ruin 
But the man who understands the 
philosophy of storms sees upon the 
dark and threatening cloud the rain- 
bow of promise. He understands that 
when the tempest is passed and the 
storm lulled, a brighter heaven, a 
purer atmosphere and an exhileratecl 
earth will attest the wisdom and 
goodness which presided over the ele- 
ments. So it is with nations. 
Their 


political 
atomsphere 
becomes so 


lieavily charged with deadly poison as 
to be destructive to national and 
social life—when those principes for 
which civil government is established 
and maintained ha»e been perverted 
—and war is the divinely appointed 
means of its purification. ".War is 
God's rough physic" by which he 
purges a nation of its deadly disease 
and restoies its svstem to health and 
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and estrangement. The concluding 
claim of the text is most significant— 
-but (instead of peace) a sword." 
The sword is everywhere recongized 
as a symbol of stri'fe. It stands for 
war. 'And that is precisely what 
Jesus meant—"instead 
of 
peace, 


war." 


To a being devoted to such a mis- 


sion, it really seems like mockery to 
call Him "The 
Prince of Peace." 
;:Tlie Disturber of Peace" would,be a 
more fitting title for Him. 
Was the 


advent song of the angels intended as 
a burlesque, or were they mistaken? 
Tlie text completely reverses 
the 


sentiment of that so'ng: "Glory to 
(rod in the highest, and on earth war 
among men!'' 
What was the nature 


of that "peace" which Jesus left as a 
legacy to His disciples? And is the 
proclamation ot the gospel of the Son 
of God a declaration of war instead of 
the harbenger of peace, as we have 
been taught to believe? 


These are 
legitimate 
questions 


which force themselves upon us in 
the face of such teaching as this. The 
honest cxegete cannot push there 
aside as impertinent inquiries. 
His 


business is to interpret and harmon- 
ize the apparently conflicting senti- 
ments when they occur, and, as far as 
possible, furnish a rational answer to 
all such questions. 


In seeking an explanation of this 


passage of scripture we must remem- 
ber that the race was in a state of re- 
volt against the Divine administra- 
tion. All amicable relationship be- 
tween Jesus and 
His 
intelligent 


creatures on earth had been destroyed 
by a deliberate act of rebellion; and 
the expulsion of the first part from 
Eden was a virtual declaration of war 
against the race. The spirit of an- 
tagonism has been intensified and 
transmitted from generation to gen- 
eration, and this will continue until 
the spirit of rebellion is quenched 
and the enemies of Jehovah makeam- 
conditional surrender. "There is no 
peace saith my God to the wicked." 
Any compromise with such a race of 
rebels must necessarily involve the 
dvertiirow of God's moral government. 


We must also remember that Jesus 


Christ came into the wolrd as the 
representative of the 
Divine ad- 


ministration, clothed 
with 
power 


plenipotentiary. 
All authority was 


?iven unto Him in heaven and in 


sin is treason to God. The intense 


vigor.

The student of history, as he meas- 


ures upon the broad scale of centuries 
the result of national struggles, and 
sees liow, in all the past, the conflict 
of arms has been a grand, though ter- 
rible agency, for the overthrow of op- 
pression and wrong, is not alarmed at 
the mention of war; and when he sees 
in the issue a distinct principle of 
right and humanity, docs not shrink 
from the shock of battle. The pains 
ol' civil war in a single state have 
given birth to freedom and progress 
to religious truth for ages. Was it 
not so in the sixteenth century, when 
the Netherlands contended for their 
civil and religious liberty, against the 
Papal powers of Spain?. Who shall 
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hatred which centered in Jesus Christ 
is shared by all His followers. So 
Jesus said: "Ye shall be hated of all 
men for My name's sake." "The 
brother shall deliver up the brother 
to death, and the father the child; 
t>nd the children shall rise up against 
their parents and cause them to be 
put to death." "Ye shall be betrayed 
both by parents and brethren and 
kinsfolks and friends, and some of 
you shall they cause to be put to 
death." "If they have persecuted 
me," said Christ^ "they will also 
persecute you." 
"Marvel not, my 


brethren, if the world hate you." 
If 


the world hate you, ye know that' it 
hated Me before it hated you. 
"If 


ye were of the world, the world 
would love liis own; but because ye 
arc not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, there- 
fore the world hateth you." 


The scriptural idea of the Christ- 


ian is that he is a soldier. In his let- 
ter to the Ephesians the Apostle Paul 
exhorts his brethren thus: "Put on 
the whole armor of God, that ye may 
be able to stand against the wiles of 
the devil. For we wrestle not against 
llesh and blood, but against princi- 
palities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of ths world, 
against spirtual weekness in high 
places. 
Wherefore take unto you the 


whole armor of God, that ye may be 
able to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand." This ex- 
hortation has the ring of a military 
order, and clearly indicates that the 
Chrisitan life is^at warfare. If, at the 
close, he can look back over a life of 
faitfiuil service and say: "I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith," it 
will be a source of great satisfaction 
to the disciples of Jesus Christ.

The 
patriot and statesman can see in it 
the progress of civil liberty and an- 
advanced civilization; and the Christ- 
ian recognizes those grand and terri- 
ble agencies by which Divine Provi- 
dence is marking out his stupendous 
purposes of grace in the earth.

conquer, " He exclaims: 
"I, the 


Lord, will loose the bands of wicked- 
ness, undo the heavy burdens, let the 
oppressed go free, and break every 
yoke." A people may become so cor- 
rupt that a Holy God cannot use 
them as an honored instrument in 
carrying forward bis purposes in the

American history has noted the fact 
that two forms of civilization struck 
this continent the same year—two

One contained the seeds of civil lib- 
erty, proclaimed the 
doctrine of 


human equality before the law and 
insisted 
upon the 
sacredness of 


human 
rights. 
It developed west- 


ward and . still westward, carrying 
with it the institutions of religion, 
of education, of civil liberty and 
social ardor, until, like a shining 
arch, it extended from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific coast, crowning with 
glory that broad Held of territory 
which is the granery of the nation. 


The other contained elements of 


barbarism, ideas • of caste, of royal 
blood and servile blood, and extended 
soutwaid, and still southwest, carry- 
ing with it its peculiar forms of 
society and government, which were 
constantly exerting a demoralizing 
influence on the whole nation. 
The 


government tried, by concessions and 
compromises, to stave off the conflict 
which these two antagonisms were 
bringing upon us. But it was imr 
possible for these two radically dis- 
tinct and opposite theories of govern- 
ment to exist under'the same flag; 
and the stern logic of events at 
length brought us to the issue; and it 
took four years of bloody war, during 
which untold millions of property 
were destroyed and a half a million 
of human lives were sacrificed to set- 
tle that controversy. When the awful 
storm was over we had a united coun- 
try; and America became, in reality 
as in name, "the land of the free, and 
the home of the brave."

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Undoubtedly war does not belong 


to the highest class of agencies em- 
ployed for the advancement of the 
race: still it does not follow that in 
human nature's depraved condition, 
and as one of the consequences and

progress. 
There can be no question 


but that it belongs to a very im- 
perfect state of society; and. beyond 
a doubt, in that glorious period 
towards which, under the blessed in- 
fluence of the gospel, the race is 
moving forward, the mysterious and 
terrible agency of war 
will cease. 


When that predicted era shall dawn 
upon the race, in which implements 
of warfare shall be converted into 
implements of husbandry—when the 
sword shall be converted into a plow- 
share and the spear into a pruning- 
hook, t.icn war will cease, at least for 
a season.
